LONDON, Jan. 23.—The Government 
here has heard from Gov.

deal with the incident. These, it is un- 
Gerstood, confirm the main features of 
the affair as already known. 

It is not the present intention of the 
Colonial Office to make the telegrams 


public, the official view being that it is 
@ personal affair. The authorities in- 
cline to the view that general interests 
will best be served by having the re- 
plies appear in a blue book at some dis- 
tant period, meantime being dealt with 
through the usua! diplomauc channels. 


BRITISH WOULDN'T AID 
AMERICANS IN KINGSTON

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—Charging the 
British of Kingston, Jamaica, with gross 
inhumanity during the reign of terror 
following the earthquake and conflagra- 
tion in the stricken ety, Ii2 Americans, 
mostly tourists, came into port late yes- 
terday afternoon on the steamship Prinz 
Hite) Friedrich. . 

The ship, with the refugees on board, 
about forty women, sixty men+rand a 
dozen children, left Kingston last Thurs- 
day before the break between , Gov. 
Swettenham and Rear Admiral Davis. 
But none of the refugees was surprised 
by the news of the sudden departure of 
the American warships due to the be- 
havior of the British Colonial Governor. 


The attitude of the colonial office from 
the time of the earthquake Monday t» 
Thursday afternoon, when the refugees 
left Kingston, was beyond the compre- 
hension of the Americans. 


Most important was a statement made’ 
by the Rev. John O'Donovan, pastor of! 
the Roman Catholic Church of the Im-| 
and | 


maculate Conception of Boston, 
vouched for by other Americans who 
were present and heard what passed, as 
described by the priest. He said that 
Colonial Secretary Anderson of Jamaica 
requesied the United States naval offi- 
cers in his presence to send men from 
the American warships ashore to re- 
cover the dead, pull down toppling build- 
ings and preserve order. 

ome of the United States naval offi- 
cers were opposed to having the blue- 
jackets dig out: the bodies from the 
ruins, but put aside their prejudices and 
gave their consent. Father O' Donovan's 
giatement disprovis absolutely the con- 


tention that the American naval men 
“butted” into the Kingston situation 
without consent of the Jamaica ofii- 
clals. 


Cherges Acainst Covernor, 
Resolutions which were adopted 
the refugees during the voysee home 
show how tiey feel.

“When I woke up I looked at the 
clock. It was 5:30. The street lights 
were all lit. 
Il went down and opened the door. 
There was a negro man there. He said 
he wanted three bottles of beer. I 
sold them ta him, but honest, [ didn't 
know it was Sunday. I thought it was 
Monday morning. I was getting my 
bar ready for the day’s business, when 
a policeman walked in and arrested me. 
I thought he was joking. 

His Clock Needed Fixing. 

‘**Ain’t this Monday?’ I asked. 

‘**Not in Missouri,’ he said; ‘your 
clock needs fixing. 1 gutss you'd better 
eome with me.’ 

“T couldn't believe until I got out on 
the street. When I din’t see any milk 
wagons I knew the policeman was 
right.” 7 

Fink's arrest was only the beginning 
of his troubles. His case came toe trial 
last Monday. After the arguments were 
completed the jury went out to delib- 
erate. 

When the foreman announced that a 
verdict had been reached Fink was not 
in the courtroom and efforts to find him 
were vain. Judge Taylor believed that 
Fink had jumped his bond and he is- 
sued a warrant for his arrest. The ver- 
dict remained sealed. 

Tuesday afternoon three deputy sher- 
iffs went to Fink's home. He was not 
in his saloon. The bartender said he 
was upstairs taking a nap. The deputies 
went up and pounded on the door ar 
intervals for half an hour. Then they 
put their shoulders against the door and 
forced it open. 

Fink's nap was still in progress. He 
did not wake up until they shook him. 
He looked up drows‘ly and asked: 

“What's the matter, is it Sunday 
again ?’’ 

“Get on your clothes and come with 
us,’’ said the deputies, in chorus. 

“Gee, did I walk in my sleep and Sell 
some beer?'’ asked Fink. 

“No,” said the deputies, 
going to take you to court, 
same.”’ 

When the party reached the Four 
Courts Judge Taylor had left the build- 
ing. There was nothing to do with Fink 
but to put him in Jail. 

There he remained until Wednesday 
afternoon, when he was taken to court.

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Comptroller Player told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Wednesday that Judge 
Jonn F. Dillon of New York, an au- 
thority on the legal phases of bond is- 
sues, wilo was consulted by St. Louis 
officials in regard to the bond issue 
voted on here last June, had suggested 
tu him that it would be wise to file a 
friendly suit to determine the legality 
of the free bridge proposition. 

AS City Counselor Baces drew up the 
original bond issue bill, Player said, 
there was no mention Of maintaining the 
bridge. The wording of proposition 1 
was taken from the bill presented by 
the free bridge advocates, and contained 
the words ‘‘and maintenance,” which 
mow seem to threaten the validity of the 
issue. 

Frederick N. Judson, a widely known 
attorney, explained, as exclusively told 
in late editions of the Post-Dispatch 
Tuesday, that a Missouri Supreme Court 
decision handed down recently in the 
Chiliicothe Waterworks case may prove 
fatal to the bridge clause of the band 
issue. 

Mayor Wells said that he asked City 
Counselor Bates several days ago to 
render an opiniorf as to the bearing of 


the decision on the bridge bond issue. 
The Mayor does not Know just what 


bearing it will have, he said, but he ex- 
pressed the belief that a bond should be 
issued only to acquire some permanent 
asset, which could be used as security 
for it: and that maintenance could not 
be regarded as an asset. For this rea- 
son, he said, he questioned the validity 
of the phrase providing for maintaining 
the bridge. : 

The dectsion in question held that a 
$100,000 bond issue at Chillicothe for a 
waterworks and electric light plant was 
void because the ordinance authorizing 
it provided for maintaining the plant, 
as well ag for constructing it. The 
Supreme Court in bane, all judges con- 
curring, held that tue city could bor- 
row money to construct the plant, but 
could not borrow money to maintain it, 
The provision of the bond issue in St 
Louis is ‘“‘for the construction and main- 
tenance’ of a free bridge. 

The heart of the difficulty confronting 





St. Louis, Mr. Judson says, is a ques- 


; tion as to whether the city has any au- 


thority to borrow money to pay for the 
maintenance of he bridge as 
from the cost of constructing it. 
The city charter does authorize the 
city to borrow money for the construc- 
tion and reconstruction and extension 
of bridges, and the purchase of land 
therefor, but Mr. Judson says this is 
entirely separable from any authority 
to borrow money for maintaining them. 
It was the lack of such authority that 
was held fatal in the Chillicothe case. 


Crow Quotes Special Law. 
An act of the Legislature, April 6, 





19%, passed specially for the benefit of 
St. Louis but couched in general terms 
in order to render it constitutional, au- 
thorizes citles of more than 100,000 in- 
habitants to acquire bridges ‘or tun- 
nels and to maintain them. 

Former Attorney-General E. C. Crow 
believes that this enabling act entire- 
ly covers the bond issue, and legalizes 
it, but Mr. Judson says it does not 
confer the power to borrow money for 
the purposes named in the. act. 

It is a well-established law in Mis- 
souri,. repeatedly upheld by the Su- 
preme Court; that a city can only ex- 
ercise such powers as are granted in 
EXPRESS words. 

City Counselor Bates believes with Mr. 
Crow that the legality of the bridge 
bond issue is not affected by the Chilli- 
cothe decision, but he bases his belief 
on different grounds. He thinks the 
premises in the waterworks and bridge 
cases are not similar. 

The cases are not parallel, in the opin- 
ion of Mr. Bates, for two reasons, the 
first being that the Chillicothe bond is- 
sue is under a constitutional provision 
distinct from the St. Louis bridge bond 
issue; and the second that Chillicothe 
falls under a statute affecting towns ol 
from 2000 to 30,000 inhabitants, whereas 
St. Louis acts, he says, under a general 
provision permitting bond issues for 
municipal purposes.

St. Louis acted under Section 11 of 
Article 10, which reads: ‘“‘Authorizing

Mr. Bates holds that, since this sec- 
tion says nothing about construction 
and maintenance, but merely authorizes 
action “for municipal purposes,”’ the 
Chillicothe decision does not affect the

The legality of the various other pro- 
visions of the bond issue voted last June 
is not called into question. 

Judge Dillon in a preliminary opinion 
said he thought the bridge bond issue 


valid. He has since passed  separ- 
ately on its  provistons. with the 
exception of that relating to the free 


bridge, and has expressed opinion that 
all the others are legal. 

Judge Dillon now has the question of 
the bridge bond issue under considera- 
tion. The honds will not be salable un- 
til their legality is decided.

of the discovery would be doubling 
of the world’s crops. Nitric acid adds 
greatly to the productivity of the soil. 

Nitrate of soda used for that purpose 
now, has grown scarce, it is said, 
it soon will be exhausted. At present 
cost of extracting nitric acid from 
air is expensive Prof. Charles F. 
‘handler, head of the department of 
chemistry in Columbia University, ex- 
plained but said that with the cheapen- 
ing of electricity which is employed in 
the process nitric acid manufactured 
by the new method would be cheaper 
than nitrate of soda. 

“When a practical working process is 
perfected,’’ said Prof. Chandler, accord- 
ing to a New York dispatch, “every 
waterfall in the country will be avail- 
able for the production of the atmos- 
pheric fertilizer. Scientists have been 
working on this problem for a hundred 
years, but re: u headway has been made 
Only recently.’

Railroads Threaten to Reduce | 


Wages if Two-Cent 
Fare Wins. 





From a Staff Correspondent of the

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 23.—The 
railroad lobby is gleeful today as a re- 
sult of the action of the House. Com- 
mittee on Railroads in vetoing by a vote 
of 14 to 2, Gov. Folk’'s bill to prohibit 
railroad companies from giving passes 
to any save railroad employes. Under 

esent law, it is a misdemeanor for a 
“iilroad company to furnish free trans- 
ortation to any public official or mem- 
it was pro- 

osed to extend this provision so as to 
reach legislative clerks and others ob- 
taining passes through official influ- 
ences. . 

It is well-known thatin the past 75 per 
cent of the free transportation issued by 
the railroads was for the use of the 
families and clerks of members. The 
reform bill was introduced by Repre- 
Joseph, who 
is also sponsor for the administration's 
home rule police measures. 

Representatives Huck of St. Gene- 
vieve and Barry of Ralls were the only 
members of the Committee who urged 
the adoption of the anti-pass bill. At 
the same time the committee voted to 
report it unfavorably, a “Jim Crow” bill 
to provide separate coaches or apart- 
ments on street and steam railroads for 
wiitte and colored passengers was ap- 
preved. 

Corporation agents now in Jefferson 
City were re-enforced last night by the 
arrival of former Lieutenant-Governor 
Bolte, attorney for the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific Railroad; Linton Re- 
ber, secretary of the Kinloch Telephone 
Co.: former Representative Newlin 
Conklin, attorney for the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad; former 
State Senator Buel Matthews, repre- 
senting the Burlington Railroad, and 
John fr. (Fire Alarm) Flanigan of the 
Missouri Pacific-Iron Mountain staff. 

Col. Seibert Active. 

Col Phelps, also representing the 
Gould railroad interests, left for St. 
Fouls last night, but his valuable co- 
laborer, Col. ‘Jim’ Seibert, is still on 
the ground. Col, Seibert is probably the 
most influential corporation man in Jef- 
ferson City now. He is far more active 
and much more prominent about the 
hotel corridors than Col. Phelps. 

His knowledge of the legislative situa- 
tion is made formidable by his previous 
experience as a Democratic leader. Un- 
like Col. Seibert, Col. Phelps has never 
held public office. When General 5So- 
licitor Cochrane of the Missouri Pacific 
was picking out his legislative HMeuten- 
ants, it is said he decided to kee Col. 
Seibert “in the field’’ and have Phelps 
attend mostly to the committee hear- 
ings. 

The real fight between the people and 
the lobby will come tonight when the 
Railroad Committees of the House and 
Senate hold a joint public hearing to 
consider the bill to reduce passenger 
fares on railroads from 3 to 2 cents a 
mile. If the argument of the lobby is 
swallowed, one may readily presume 
that the railroads are going out of 
business if a 2-cent fare bill .should 
be adopted. 

An imgenious effort has been made 
to draw organized labor into the fight 
by the threat that if passenger rates 
are lowered there will be a correspond- 
ing reduction in the wages of railroad 
employes. It will be up to the Board 
of Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
foners to offset this argument, if they

other states. 

At last accounts the railroads of the 
Buckeye State were still doing business 
and legislators argue that if the Ohio 
reads didn’t cut wages and the train 
service was not dmpaired there, why 
should not Missouri railroads continue 
to prosper under an equitable passenger 
rate law?

PARTY DISLOYALTY 

Excisea Commissioner Mulvihill did not hurt him- 
self in popular estimation when he confessed to the 
Senate Committee on Municipal Corporations that 
he voted in the recent election “against certain 
Democratic candidates for the Legislature and minor 
officers, whose records were odious.” 

The Democratic Senator who rebuked Mr. Mulvihill 
by remarking that up in his country a Democrat is 
measured by his devotion to his party—“We take 
the ballot and vote her straight from top to bot- 
tom”—only reflected discredit on himself. The 
breed of mossbacks and yellow dog partisans to 
which this Senator belongs, is rapidly disappearing 
in civilized communities. 

No honest citizen could have voted in the Novem- 
ber election for some of the Democratic candidates 
Whoses nomination was a disgrace of the party, and 
whose election would haye been a menace to the peo- 
ple. Party devotion measured by a vote for these 
bad candidates would have been disloyalty to the 
public. It would have been, in reality, disloyalty to

Under the conditions of our modern civilization the 
delay of justice is often the denial of justice. It is 
obvious also that it is the plain people and not the 
great corporate combinations who are the greatest 
sufferers from the law’s delavs. ‘he latter, with 
their organized legal staffs and large d@&kets, have 
come to treat the delays of litigation as a matter 
of course and as an: effective means of enforcing 
settlements. The small business man cannot afford 
to wait. One result: of this state of things is the 
organization of.committees of arbitration in our dif- 
ferent trade organizations for the adjustment ot 
business controversies. 

We publish in another column the plans suggest- 
ed by Mr, E. A. Krauthoff, one of.the leading mem- 
bers of the bar of Kansas City, which, in its general 
features, has received the indorsement of the bar 
associations of both Kansas City and St. Louis. It 
has the great merit of simplifying our appellate pro- 
cedure by providing one Supreme Court avith a court 
in bane and separate divisions at St. Louis, Kansas 
City, Springfield and City, the 
place of our present Supreme Court and Courts of

Appeal. There would be no displacement of the in- 
dividual judges, as the present judges of the Courts 
of Appeal would be continued as judges of the 
Supreme Court. 

It is urged that this plan would enable the appel- 
late business of the State to be so distributed that 
all cases could be reached and disposed of without 
delay. 

An excellent feature is the provision for supply- 
ing the vacancy caused by the illness or other dis- 
ability of a Judge by summoning one of the Circuit 
Court judges of the State. This is the plan which 
has proved so effective in enabling the United States 
Courts of Appeals to keep up with their dockets. 

Without assuming to discuss the details of this 
plan of Mr. Krauthoff, we are satisfied that its 
general features, and especially its object, will com- 
mend themselves to the thoughtful citizens of the 
State, both lawyer and layman.
